Apropos of Jenkins, is there no way of get- 
ting the idea into that creature’s head that 
while as times go most vulgar people like 
to see themselves, their doings, clothes and 
whereabouts chronicled for the astonish-

THE PARKS. 


How They Will Affect Taxation. 

We must be guided by the experience of other 
cities in solving the park question. There i: no 
sense im saying that Louisville is not New Tork: 
itis just the equal of New York—as far as she 
goes. In Gfteen years she will fully equal what 
New York Was tar years ago,and the sam: 
cause W makes the Central Park of New York 
a great pa fostitution to that city will make 
ours pay us. Four years ago the Council 
Was urged to buy one thousand acres for a park, 
at ebout three hundred thousand dollars. Now, 
that same land would sell at auction for over six 
hundred thousand dollars. The city bought, 
some twenty years ago, about thirty acres of land 
for the workhouse, at acost of some thirty dol- 
lars per acre—nine hundred dollars. Now that 
land is worth ninety thousand doliars! The cost 
of the eight hundred acres of land for Central 
Park, New York, was over ten millions of 
dollars. 


tral Park, New York city, reported that the 
taxes om contiguous property, above and over 
‘the sum eccruing from the same lands prior to 
the establishment of the park, amounted to a net 
revenue to the city of over six bundred thousand 
collars annually, above the interest on the cost 
of the park lands. What does that par eost New 
York city? Not only nothing, but it is a source of 
immense revenue te the city. 

The same cause which produces an effect in 
New York will produce a like effect tn Louisville, 
so fur as like circumstaoces correspond. Now, 
let us answer the question. What will the park 
lands cost? within one half-mile 
of the cits line, land can be bonght now at $300 
per acre. Eight hundred acres will cost $240,000- 
As provided by the eighth section of the ordi. 
nance, 200 acres of this can be laid out in build- 
jug lots asd sold, and, we think, readily, at 
an average price of fifteen dollars per foot. 
This gives us $600,000, more than the 
cost of the 800 acres. Is the cliy speculating? 
Not a dit of n. The fact of the creation of the 
park of necessity makes this land. which before 
was of comparatively no worth, of.great value. 
Street cars run to it. and ft becomes as accessible 
as any pert of the city. Instead of the zigzag,
